Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention.

• Species 3 of Figure 4 (wall panel with recesses on both sides in an altemating 
pattern) 

• Species 4 of Figure 7a (wall panel with a trapezoidal shaped recess on one side) 

• Species 5 of Figure 7b (wall panel with an I-beam shaped recess on one side) 

• Species 6 (form locked wall panel with a second identical wall panel and pillars in 
between) 

• Species 7 (form locked wall panel with installation channels)
